Thomas Dukes, Who Accidentally Shot 
Himself, Died Tuesday—Macon 
Has a Couple of Fires. 


Macon, Ga., February 19.—(Special.)—Hun- 
dreds of friends throughout Georgia of Mr. 
C. B. Colbert’s will be surprised to hear 
of his death, which occurred suddenly today 
about 1 o’clock in this city, while he was 

ing taken to his home on Poplar street. 
Mr. Colbert has been traveling salesman 
for Talbott & Sons, of Macon, about seven 
Hie went to his work at the 


spirits. Between 11 and 12 o’clock he was 
taken sick, being attacked seriously with 


something like apoplexy, or the rupture of 


a blood vessel on the brain. He was sitting 
in a chair at the time of the attack and 
was rendered semi-unconscious, Dr. James 
T. Ross and Dr. Kenan Hall were summon- 
ed to his relief. About 1 o’clock he was 
placed on a bed and put in a conveyance 
and the doctors started to his home with 
him. When near the corner of Cotton ave- 
nue and Poplar street, within sight of his 
home, he suddenly gave a gasp and died. 
Mr. Colbert was an exceedingly large man 
and aged about forty-five years. His wife 
survives him. He leaves no children. 
Misses Olie and Carrie Colbert, of Macon, 
are his sisters, and Messrs. Abe and Jack 
Colbert are his brothérs. Mr. Colbert was 
born in Taylor county. He was a very suc- 
cessful and popular traveling salesman. 
Mr. Dukes Is Dead. 

Mr. Thomas Dukes, who accidentally shot 
himself in the breast yesterday morning 
with a pistol ball, died this morning at 
10 o’clock at his residence in East Macon. 
Mr. Dukes never gave any fuller account 
of how the accident happened than what 
was published in The Constitution this 
morning. Mr. Dukes retained conscious- 
ness until he died. The funeral services 
will he held from his late residence tomor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock. The Interment 
will be at Riverside. Rev. Dr. Monk, of 
Mulberry Street Methodist church, will of- 
ficiate. The deceased was respected by all 
who knew him. He was an honest and true 
man. His wife and one sister survive him. 
He had no living children. 

Two Houses Burned. 

The residences of Messrs. Dave Sullivan 
and W. W. Waynan were almost totally de- 
stroyed by fire this morning, on Columbus 
street, near Shannock street, and several 
other houses narrowly escaped burning. 
The fire started in the kitchen of Mr. Wag- 
non, presumably from the stove, and the 
flames were communicated to the dwelling 
of Mr. Sullivan. A high wind was prevail- 
ing at the time. The fire department 
promptly responded, and by hard work 
checked the flames and confined them to 
the two houses, The houses were practical- 
ly destroyed and some of their contents 
were lost. The property was partially in- 
sured. 

Money Expended. 

Since January 1, 1896, to the present time, 
$8,786.97 have been disbursed through the 
United Mates marshal’s office at Macon. 
This money has been expended for jurors, 
witnesses, etc. The bulk of the money was 
spent in Macon. 

Important Insurance Question. 

Fire insurance agents in Macon and else- 
where are awaiting with considerable in- 
terest the report of the city council’s sne- 
cial committee appointed under the reso- 
lution of Alderman Moore to investigate 
the proposed increase in insurance 
rates of 15 cents per $100 of property in 
the city of Macon. As already stated in 
The Constitution this increased rate has 
been caused by the action of the city coun- 
cil in raising the annual license of each 
insurance company doing business in Ma- 
con from $50 to $100. Prominent insurance 
men said today that the business of the 
insurance companies here does not justify 
an incrqase in the license. The companies: 
say their business in Macon for the last 
ten years has been done at a loss. They 
present figures to show that the total, 
gross receipts from premiums in Macon 
for the past ten years were $1,604,780. 
Losses $1,370,114. Net loss after deducting 
one third of 1 per cent for expenses, $3)0,- 
260. An average of $448 per year for each 
company.. The city says the increase in 
license does not justify an increase of 15 
cents on the $100 by the insurance compa- 
nies, It says the increase in license will 
cost the companies only $2,500 per annum, 
while the companies’ increase of 15 cents 
on the $100 will cost property holders in 
Macon $10,000 per annum. The companies 
say in reply that the increase of 15 cents 
will not realize as much as $10,000 per an- 
num. They claim that the total premium 
receipts in Macon from all classes of prop- 
erty is about $150,000 per annum, and ‘the 
15 cents on the $100 applies only to mer- 
cantile risks and is not applicable to resi- 
dence property. They say the rates in Ma- 
con are on an average as low as those of 
other cities in Georgia and in other states. 

In addition to the annual license of $100, 
Macon charges 14% per cent on gross pre- 
mium receipts of each company. Until 
this year the license was $50. 

The license and tax on gross premiums 
in other cities are as follows: 

Atlanta, $50 license, 1 per cent tax. Gross 
premiums about $250,000. Columbus, $5) li- 
cense, 1 per cent tax. Augusta, $100 license; 
1144 per cent tax. Premiums about $250,000. 
Savannah, $200 license, and 10 per cent off 
if paid in a given time, which makes the 
license $180. No tax-.on premium receipts. 
The total prem‘ums about $359,000. Charles- 
ton charges a licence ranging from $50 to 
$150, according to the amount of business 
a company does. It charges 1% per cent 
on gross premiums. ‘

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WAS A SANCTIMONIOUS BLUFF 


How He Played the People and the 
Grandi Juries—He Will Make 
Bend. | 


Rome, Ga., February 19.—(Special.)— 
The arrest of W. M. Bridges, late school 
commissioner of Floyd county, in Mem- 
phis created a profound sensation when 
it was announced in the papers this morn- 
ing. 

Bridges was heading for Texas and had 
Secured sufficient means through mort- 
Saging his property to reach the west, 
where he probably contemplated begin- 
ning life anew under more favorable aus- 
pices. 

A dispatch this morning announced that 
he would not resist being brought back, 
but would come without requisition, so 
Deputy Sheriff Dallas Turner started to 
Memphis on an early train and will prob- 
ably return with his prisoner Friday. 

By his attempted flight Bridges forfeit- 
ed the sympathy of those who had stood 
by him till the last and it will be a hard 
matter for him to give bond when he ar- 
rives. 

His bondsmen as school commissioner 
will probably be heavy losers when called 
upon to make good his shortage, as he has 
only a small amount of property and that 
is encumbered with the recent mortgages. 
Deputy Sheriff Turner took with him war- 
rants for the arrest of Bridges on two 
counts. 

The, fact of his being a minister, serving 
three churches, and a man prominent in 
political circles and besides a Mason pre- 
vented more active measures being taken 
previously to have a thorough overhaul- 
ing of the affairs of his office. 

A Game of Bluff. 

His books have been in bad shape for a 
number of years and diferent grand _ juries 
have reported upon the lax methods of his 
bookkeeping. A few years ago such a 
recommendation was made, when Bridges 
appeared before the grand jury and bluffed 
that body by saying that he was not 
subject to its jurisdiction. 

He published a card in the papers saying 
that he was “a Baptist and a Jeffersonian 
democrat” and created much sympathy 
for himself by crying persecution on the 
part of his enemies. 

Finally, when Floyd county employed an 
expert accountant, the condition of affairs 
became so apparent that there was no 
concealing it any longer and the present 
investigation was begun. 

The fact that he had been in the min- 
istry for fourteen years and his com- 
placent assurances of his innocence and of 
his confidence in his ability to straighten 
things up caused his friends to cling to 
him to the last, but they have given him 
up now and the prospects are that he will 
be made to pay the penalty of his mis- 
conduct. 


A Pathetic Incident. 

A pathetic incident of Bridges’s flight 
was that his baby boy Marcus, nine years 
old, cried to go with him, and although 
he had only about $100, he could not 
withstand the plea and took the boy. 

The board of education adjourned this 
afternoon after a long session. A _ resolu- 
tion was passed suggesting that Bridges’s 
bond be fixed at $3,590. 

Sheriff McConnell stated this afternoon 
that Bridges would not be brought to 
the city, but that he had plenty of friends 
who would make the bond, which he would 
be allowed to sign en route so as to avoid 
any more publicity: than necessary and 
that Bridges would be allowed to get off 
at his home in North Rome. 

Election of a Successor. 


The board decided that the election of a 
commissioner to fill the vacancy should 
occur Saturday morning. There are four 
candidates for the position. 

Mr. Denny, as chairman of the investi- 
gating committee, stated that it might re- 
quire several weeks to finish the work and 
there was no way of approximating the 
amount of the shortage. It might be as 
much as $5,000 or even $6,000. 

Captain Moseley has been added to the 
investigating committee and the members 
will probe every account to the bottom. 
The members of the board present in- 
formally discussed many features of the 
case and great sympathy was exhibited 
for the family and a disposition was 
shown to be as light as possible in the 
matter of suggesting an amount for the 
bond. 

Deputy Sheriff Turner missed railway 
connection at Dalton and will not return 
before Friday.

Race for Places on the Board of Police 
Commissioners Taking on Life. 


IS GETTING MUCH WARMER 


——— 


And the Two Factions Are Leaving 
Nothing Undone by Which They 
May Win Out. 


The anti-English men are coing every- 
thing that can be done to accomplish the 
defeat of Captain English at the next regu- 
lar meeting of the general council. 

Eight members of the nineteen, possibly 
nine, are almost unconditionally pledged to 
vote against the present comm.ssioner, 
and unless the gentlemen composing that 
combination see that Captain English’s 
election is an assured fact or for some 
reason change, the indications are that 
Captain English will not receive more than 
ten votes. 

Unless some unforeseen depletion happens, 
Captain English is presumably certain of 
ten votes. 

Ten members of the general council are 
said to be pledged to vote for him when 
the election is called. And ten makes a 
majority of the nineteen, 

The absenee, however, of any one of 
the ten would decrease Captain English’s 
vote the numerical strength of the ab- 
-sentees, and thereby jeopardize the re- 
election of that gentleman, 

The absence of one member now 
said to be pledged to Captain 
English would mean a tie—the 
other nine, the nine opposing the captain, 
remaining solid—and would place the bal- 
ance of power in Mayor King’s hands, as 
he will preside over the meeting of the 
general council during the election, Mayor 
King’s vote would mean Captain English’s 
defeat, 

More. than one of the ten enlisted under 
the English banner being absent and the 
opposition st.icking together, Captain Eng- 
lish’s defeat would be as sure as if the 
deciding vote had been cast. 

but the indications now are—and many 
of those who keep best posted in munic.- 
pal politics make it a most positive predic- 
tion—that when the roll call it made at 
least ten members will utter Captain Eng- 
lish’s name When they respond. 

Two of the ten counted on, Mayor Pro 
Tem. Hirsch and Mr. Maddox, were pre- 
vented from being at the récent confer- 
ence of eight who pledged to vote for Cap- 
tain English, only by illness, 

But both are allied with the eight. 

Mr. Hirsch, who has been at Hot Springs 
for some weeks for his health, has writ- 


peten home repeatedly that he would be here 


for the election, and that he would be 
foéund voting for English and Stockdell. He 
has even written that he would be in the 
council chamber on the day of election to 
vote that way if he had tu be carried there, 

Mr. Maddox, since his illness at home 
and since that conference Saturday night, 
has more than once stated that he regret 
ted h:s illness had kept him-from the meet- 
ing ' 

There are few men who want to stand 
a defeat when they can be with a winning 
side. So it is that when the nine members 
who are against Captain English see that 
ten of their associates are going to elect 
him, there may be some depletions from 
that nine, and Captain English’s vote may 
be increased. 

Three of the gentlemen opposed to Cap- 
tain English had a conference last night 
but nothing was accomplished except a de- 
termination to continue the fight to. the 
bitter end. 

“It may be,” said one of them, “that 
Captain English won't win after all.” 

“And why?’ was asked. 

“Well, if either of his two supporters who 
are ill can’t be present he will not have 
enough votes.”’ 

“But they both say they will be there,” 
was suggested. 

“The Lord will have more to do with that 
than they have. But if both are there, 
there may be no English victory.” 

“How so? Have not ten membefs, a ma- 
jority, pledged that way?’ 

“That may be true and every one may 
stand to that presumed pledge.” 

“Then how will Captain English be de- 
feated?”’ was asked. 

“Suppose Mayor King should happen for 


| 


any reason to be absent. I say suppose 
he should. I don’t mean by that to inti- 
mate that he will—then what? Mayor Pro 
Tem. Hirsch in the chair would have to 
cast™the deciding vote, wouldn’t he? Of 
course that would mean English, it is true.

I never, however, 
made any promise to vote against Captain 
English as has been said. I did discuss 
the election of Mr. Williams, who has al- 
ways been a warm friend of mine, and I 
manifested every willingness, in fact a 
desire to vote for him if he could be elect- 
ed. I wanted to see him elected. I did 
promise to vote for Captain English and 
so far I see no reason to change that prom- 
ise. As to swearing and other things that 
are said to have occurred at that meeting 
there are seven gentlemen who can tell ex- 
actly what occurred. Since I have been in 
council I have tried to do my duty and 
when the time comes that I can’t do it, I'll 
resign.”’ 


A TRAMP’S RISE AND FAIL. 
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He Found $20,000 Buried by Train 
' Robbers, but Is Now in Jail. 


Sacramento, Cal., February 19.—John P. 
Harmens, a tramp, fifty years of age, who, 
by his own confession, recovered $20,000 that 
was hidden by train robbers a year ago is 
locked up in jail in this city. For months 
he has been living in San Francisco on the 
money taken from the Overland express 
near Sacramento by Jack Brady ang 
Browning a year ago. The prisoner has 
turned over to the police $2,000, which he 
had in the German Savings bank in San 
Francisco; $5,900 in securities, a diamond 
ring and a diamond collar button. 

Harmens found the money under a clump 
of bushes near Sacramento, where the rob- 
bers who held up the train had buried it. 
It is known that the robbers obtained $50,- 
000 from the Wells-Fargo Company, but 
Harmens did not find all of the plunder. 
He says that he obtained only $20,000, but it 
is believed that these figures are rather un- 
der the exact amount. The conclusion is 
based on the fact that when Brady, one of 
the bandits, confessed and took the officers 
to the place where the money was buried, 
only $6,000 was found. Harmens had evi- 
dently taken the rest of the treasure before 
the officers arrived. 

Harmens was arrested in San Francisco 
Saturday and brought to this city last night. 
Among his friends he is known as ‘“‘Dutch 
Charley.”” After he tound the money he 
went to San Francisco, where he loaned a 
great deal to responsible business men. 
But he was not miserly, as it is said that 
he lived a life of luxury seldom dreamed of 
by the average tramp. He bought the most 
elegant clothes for hfmself, making a trip 
to New York for the purpose, and the 
tramp was transformed into a regular fash- 
ion-plate.

“T am sorry to see dat dar is so much 
split-up today. Dis is no time fer argy- 
fyin’. Dis is de time to work, an dat is 
what we got to do. Dis is de great year 
of the republican party. (Cries of ‘Dat’s 
se, dat’s so.) We had got men here who 
hab bin ‘sleep fer twenty years. Dey 
don’t know what’s gom' on. You Reed 
men out dar, can’t you take a little de- 
feat? Why, my brodders, sometimes de- 
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| feated, but de reppblican party is stronger 
today dan it eve’ wuz. I admire Reed, 
but we don’t want dat man. What we 
want is William McKinley, of Ohio, and 
factories on de tahoochee. Shail we 
have McKinley or Reed?’ (Cries of 
“Reed, Reed, Reed.”’) 


Says Boodle Was There. 


McHenry then waxed eloguent and 
branched into a discussion of the money 
spent by the Reed faction. 

“Dey have spent money,” he cried. 
“Where did dey get it? (Cries, ‘At de 
Aragon, at de Aragon hotel, dat’s where.’) 

“I’ve got a great mind to call de names. 
(Call ’em, Jackson, call 'em.") 

“No, I won't call de names, but I say 
dat dem niggers ain’t got de true stuff in 
‘em. Dat’s what. They’s bin tricks laid 
here. Why don’t you stick up to your 
own party. You all say you is against 
Colonel Buck—why dat’s de man what wuz 
burnt in effigy fer you. You don’t know 
what you doin’, dat’s all.” 

When McHenry finished he called upon 
all the darkies in the hall to go to the 
rear. As the names of the deleghtes were 
called they were to come forward to take 
their seats upon the benches. In this way 
an organization would be formed. It was 
with some difficulty that the crowd was 
placed in the rear of the hall. 

A Disgruntled Secretary. 

Notice of contest had been filed in all 
the wards except the third and sixth. 
There were two sets of delegates in the 
house—the Reed and McKinley men. 

The beginning of the split came upcn 
the calling of the roll. Price, the secre- 
tary of the convention, or rather the secre- 
tary of the executive committee, was a 
man aligned with the Reed forces and 
is a candidate for delegate to the national 
convention from this district. It was 
through the action of the secretary that 
the trouble first occurred. He read a roll 
of delegates made out by himself. This 
contained the names of nearly all the 
Reed delegates. They filed forward and 
tcck reserved seats. It was a great stroke 
for the faction which had been thus far 
defeated. The McKinley men looked on 
in alarm. But Captain MeHenry was 
fequal to the emergency. 

“Let him read dat roll,” he said, ‘an’ 
when he gits through I’ve got one which 
he must read too.” 

Price was not inclined to read th2 roll 
prepared by McHenry. 

“I¢ dat secretary don’t read it I will,” 
yelled a big darky. 

There were loud cries for Price to read 
the roll. 

Confusion reigned again. It was decid- 
ed that the hall should be cleared and all 
not delegates or contestants be removed 
immediately. 

This occupied half an hour and ridded 
the room of fifty useless spectators. The 
mob on the inside-was seething again. There 
were cries for the roll. Disorder was su- 
preme. Major Smythe addressed the crowd 
and called for harmony. He said that it 
was the duty of the secretary to read over 
the roll, to read both rolls. 

Price: ‘“‘Now you can threaten me as 
much as you want, but I'll not read this 
roll until you stop that yelling.”’ 

Captain McHenry: “I'll rule as chair- 
man that you read it now. I'll see that 
somebody does read it if you don’t.”’ 

Cries from the mob: ‘Read it! Read it!” 

General J. R. Lewis: “‘Why can’t you 
keep quiet? It is you men who are not 
regular delegates who are making the noise. 
No man back of that line has any right to 
open his mouth.” 

Cries of ‘‘Hear! Hear!” and, ‘‘Yes, Lord.”’ 

Secretary Price: ‘‘Now I'll read this roll, 
but [| want to say that when the chairman 
says that this is the legal roll and the 
other I read is the contestants’ roll, he is 
mistaken.” 

In this way the fun kept up for half 
an hour. Then the roll was read. 


When They Both Came. 

Both rolls were read, The question as to 
whether there was a contest from East 
Point was raised. Sécretary Price claimed 
that there was no contest, that the Reed 
delegates had been duly elected according 
to the call of J. J. Martin, the chairman. 

Captain McHenry claimed that there was 
a contest. 

“T ean’t stand this high-handed method,” 
cried the fiery secretary. Ill get out.” 

This announcement caused the greatest 
consternation. There was \a suggestion 
from the opposition that he be put out the 
window by main force. 

A. Graves, who is also a candidate for 
delegate, came up to the desk of the sec- 
retary. There was a hurried consultation. 
The Reed faction decided to bolt. 

Price and Graves stepped to the rear of 
the hall. A large crowd yelling excitedly 
and threatening the other side followed. 
The line was well drawn. Those who were 
with Captain Jackson McHenry remained 
in the front of the hall. Those who had 
bolted with the secretary were in the rear 
of the hall. 


“IT Will Rule or Ruin.’’ 


Captain Jackson McHenry proved him- 
self a Napoleon. He waxed wrathy at the 
continued disorder. 

“You men better git outen dis hall. Ef 
you don’t I'll have de whole perlice force 
here to put you out,” he yelled. “I rule dis 
meetin’ today or ruin it.” 

A messenger was dispatched for the po- 
lice. Then followed an unusual scene. Ser- 
geant White, of the police, force with the 
whole reserve of officers marched into the 
hall and the Price element disappeared. 

The bolting delegation held a session be- 
fore the officers arrived and elected their 
delegatas to the county convention. A full 
list of delegates were selected as were 
delegates to the state convention. 

The McKinley Organization. 

After the Reed delegation had bolted it 
was easy sailing for the McKinley forces. 
They at once proceeded to organization and 
the rest of the afternoon was spent in get- 
tings things in shape. 

A committee on credentials was appoint- 
ed and proceeded to business. Major W. 
H. Smythe was made chairman of this 
committee. The convention adjourned un- 
til 3:30o’clock. At that time all delegates 
reassembled. 

The committee was ready to report. Be- 
fore this was read, however, a speech was 
made by Smith Easley. Jr., who was one 
of the most influential and conservative 
leaders in the convention. H. A. Rucker, 
candidate for delegate for the state at 
large, also made an interesting talk. 

“These Reed forces are doing all they 
can to break up our regular system and or- 
ganization,” he said. “They aré disorgan- 
izers. They realize that they are defeated 
and they are determined to make as much 
trouble as possible. I met the head and 
front of'the Reed force the other day. He 
told me that there would be two conven- 
tions, two district conventions and two 
State conventions, if necessary. He meant 
that they would not abide by the ruling of 
the majority. There will be no harmony 
as long as this thing keeps up.” 

Rucker was loudly cheered. 

The convention remained in session until 
6 o'clock. Delegates were elected to the 
district convention, the state convention 
and a new county organization was per- 
fected.”’ : 

The convention of next Saturday promises 
to be as lively as that of yesterday. 

Another Organization. 

Business was also transacted by the 
Reed delegates which bolted. 

The following delegates and alternates 
were elected to the district convention:

REED WINS IN FORSYTH. 
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Pledger, Johnson and Malone Carry a 
County. 

Forsyth, Ga., February 19—(Special.)—The 
district republican convention convened 
here this morning at 11 o’clock. It was 4 
o’elock before the convention adjourned 
and during its session there were many 
sensational scenes enacted, in fact, the 
house was several times thrown into @ 
state of pandemonium. The Reed forces 
led by W. A. Pledger and H. L. Johnson, 
of Atlanta, carried the day. 

The delegates elected are avowed Reed 
men. They are: F. J. Wimberly, of Henry 
county, and Tom W. Wood, of Monroe. 

There were about twenty-five delegates 
present, and out of that number, Corbett, 
of Bibb, received only seven votes. 

The Bibb delegation, led by Captain W. 
W. Brown, Walter P. Corbett and R. D. 
Locke, made a strenuous effort to contro! 
the convention, but Pledger and the loyalty 
of the delegates defeated them. Caustic 
speeches by both Reed and McKinley fac- 
tions were mrade, but the former clearly 
outnumbered the latter and had things 
their own way.

DAY OF WIND AND FIRES. — 


FIRE DEPARTMENT ANSWERED 
SIX ALARMS YESTERDAY. 


In Spite of the Number of Blazes No 
Great Amount of Damage Was 
Done. 


The fire department has been kept un- 
usually busy this week. 

Six alarms were answered yesterday, 
five Tuesday, one Monday and seven Sun- 
day, making a total of nineteen for this 
week : 

It is not often that so many runs are 
made in one day. The weather has been 
entirely: in the favor of the fires, having 
been windy and blustering, blowing the 
sparks about and causing the flames to 
spread rapidly. 

The damage done by the six fires yes- 
terday will not reach more than $275. The 
department by its quick work and prompt 
action kept the damage down. 

The first alarm yesterday came in from 
box 26 at 9:0 a. m. The fire was on the 
roof of 315 Luckie street. It was caused by 
a spark. The damage was very slight. 

At 10:20 o’clock a telephone aiarm called 
the department to 77 McDaniel street, The 
fire was caused by a defective flue, and 
the damage will not amount to much, 

A fire in the boiler room of the Atlanta 
saw works caused box 25 to be pulled at 
12:30 o’clock in the afternoon. A defective 
furnace was the cause of the fire. 

Box 83 was pulled at 2:05 o'clock. This 
fire, which was very small, was a few shin- 
gles burning on the roof of 4 Solomon 
street. No damage. 

An alarm from box 339 gave the depart- 
ment a long and useless run to West End. 
Some one had become frightened at see:ing 
a chimney burning out and sent in the 
alarm, 

A fire in the rear of Humphries street 
caused box 335 to be pulled at 8:20 o’clock. 
A small dwelling house, a stable and a 
feedhouse belonging to Mr. D. Loringer 
were burned. The fire started in the back 
part of the feedhouse, and helped by the 
strong wind which was blowing at the time, 
it had gained considerable headway before 
the fire boys arr.ved. Its origin is not 
known, though Mr. Loringer thinks that 
it was the work of an incendiary. The 
damage will amount to about $250.

his final decision‘in the case Will be as tine 
as the particles of dist on the steps of 
the capitol in midsummer. 

Yhe introduction of testimony has been 
characterized by the usual hair-splitling 
and witresses have been kept in ynortal 
susperse waiting for legal questions to be 
decided. The ablest lawyers in the State 
have been employed on either side and 
every inch of ground covered by tho testi- 
mony in the cas2 has been warmly con- 
tested. In this respect the fight is with- 
out a recent parallel. 

Nearly two weeks have passed since 
the investigation commenced and yet the 
witness stand continues to put forth fresh 
blossoms every hour; and the time when 
the proceedings will come to a close is as 


_ grave a matter of speculation as the result 


itself. 

The state is represented by only two at- 
toracys, Colonel N. J. Hammond and Judge 
w. C. Adamson; but each of these is a 
bar within himself and is provided not 
only with a searchlight, but a microscope. 
Mr. Julius L. Brown is represented by 
Messrs. Burton Smith, Gray & Ellis ani 
T. L. Bishop; Colonel James M. Smith by 
Judge Hamilton McWhorter, D. W. Meador 
and Lk. T. Shubrick; Captain W. B. Lowe 
by Judge John L. Hopkins, and Captain 
James W. English by himself, The camps 
owned by these lessees are located in vari- 
ous portions of the state. From a legal 
point of view, as welfas in other respects, 
a more remarkable investigation has never 
been held in Georgia. Captain W. D. Ellis 
and Mr. Burton Smith have been alternai- 
ing in leading the case of Mr. Julius Brown, 

The characteref{ the evidence introduced 
yesterday was altogether defensive and no 
sensational features of any consequence 
were developed. 

Amorg the witnesses who testified were 
Judge Joseph §S. Turner, the principai 
keeper of the penitentiary, and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Jake Moore. Both testified as to 
the healthy condition of the convicts and 
the ample provisions, such as food, cloth- 
ing, shelter, bathing facilities and religious 
services, made for the comfort of prisoners 
at the various convict canips in the state. 

The principal keeper declared that as a 
rule the convicts were not only better fed 
than free laborers of the same ciass, put 
better clothed and better preached to. 

Drs. Richardson and Jarnigan testified 
as to the harmless character of the punish- 
ment knorvn as ducking. Captain Cox had 
experimented on a negro in thtir presenc® 
for the purpose of getting their testimony 
as experts. 

Mr. Smith, representing the camps in 
charge of Mr. Julius L. Brown, rested yes- 
terday afternoon, and Judge Hopkins, rep- 
resenting Captain W. B. Lowe, began io 
introduce his witnesses. Judge Hopkins 
will have the right of way this morning 
and will doubtless occupy the greater part 
of the session. Judge McWhorter has a 
number vf witnesses to introduce, after 
which the state will put up several in re- 
buttal. 

The investigation will be resumed this 
mourning at 9 o’clock. 

‘Who Is Colonel Smith?” 

Governor Atkinson dpened the court of 
inquiry promptly at ¥ o'clock yesterday 
morning. Dr. Richardson was the first 
witness put on the stand. ‘Two or three 
days agy, in the presences cf Dr. Jaraigan, 
Dr. N. VU. Harris aud several others, the 
witness had seen the water punishment 
inflicted. This method of punishment was 
illustrated by Captain Cox for tie purpose 
cf securing the medical opinion of experts. 
The witness did not consider this inethod 
of punisament dangerous. 

“Doctor,” inquired Colonel Hammond on 
the cross-examination, ‘‘who else was pres- 
ent when Captain Cox made this exhibi- 
tion ?’’ 

“Colcnel Smith was present, I believe.’ 

“Who do you mean by Colonel Smith?” 
inyuired the staies attorney. ‘“‘There are 
Several persons of my acquaintance by 
that name.” (Laugh ter.) 

tere Mr Burton Smith took the floor. 
“lam the Colunel Smith referred to,”’ said 
he, declaring his identity with something 
of a biush on his smiiing countenance 
“Like several other genuemen 1 am called 
colonel without any just title to that dis- 
tinction.”’ (Laughter.) 

Colonel Hammond proceeded with 
cross-exami-zation. 

“Suppose, coctor, that a man has heart 
disease,’” inquired Colonel idlammond, 
“would the water treatment hurt him?’ 

“I think it would, sir. The convict should 
be in wood health.’ 

“Suppose he liad lung trouble?’ 

“It would doubticss do him some injury, 
especially if the trouble was aggravated.” 

“Doctor, is it possible tor a man wao 
is not a physician to tell whether or not 
@ convict is in good health or in proper 
condition for receiving this water treatnient 
With impunity ?’’ 

The physician was not exactiy prepared 
to answer this question.

@ convict who had recently been pardoned 
by. Governor: Atkinson, testified in regard 
to the treatment of the cunvicts at Cole 
City 

Principal Keeper on the Stand. 

Judge Joseph S. Turner, the principal 
Keeper of the penitentiary, Was next put 
On the witness stand. He was tirst examin- 
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g-uf-on the camps in. south- 
ern Georgia. He testified on both examina- 
tions that the convicts were well treated 
and seemed to have a sufficiency of food, 
roviage sy and other accommodations. Bath- 

& facilities were provided for the con- 
victs at each camp and the hospitals seein- 
ed to be well equipped with medical sup- 
plies and other provisions for taking care 
of the sick. Judge Hopkins asked the 
witness several questions with special refer- 
ence to the camp at Alexanderville. The 
witness saw nothing to criticise in the 
manacement of this camp. On the contra- 
ry he saw rauch to approve. The witness 
qualifted as principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary on January 1, 189. Concerning his 
recent visit to the camps with the mem- 
bers of the legislative committee, the wit- 
ness testified that none of these camps 
were apprised of the committee's plans and 
that each of them was somewhat surprised 
by the unexpected character of the visit. 
l nder these circumstances the witness had 
a fair opportunity to judge of the manner 
in which the camps were operated and also 
of the treatment of the convicts. The 
witness testified that there were twenty- 
three convict camps in the state. The 
principal keeper stated that Mr. Julius 
l.. Brown had carried out his directions 
with references to the camps under his 
control, but asked that all orders be made 
through him as president of the company. 
There was no difficulty between himself 
and Mr. Brown and the matter ended 
Pleasantly and without friction. ‘The wit- 
ness had also met with some opposition 
from Captain W. B. Lowe with reference 
to certain orders, but this likewise had 
been ammicably adjusted. Several questions 
were put to the witness concerning the sup- 
plies for convicts at Alexanderville. Cap- 
tain J. W. English asked the witness about 
the camp at Chattahoochee. The principal 
Keeper stated that Captain English had 
always been ready to carry out his instruc- 
tions as principal keeper of the peniten- 
liary. 

Cross-Examined. 

Colonel Hammond on the cross-examina- 
tion, asked the witness if it wasn’t pos- 
sible for the camps to get dnformation 
concerning his visit by means of the tele- 
graph wire and other methods of com- 
munication. 

“That is possible, sir,” replied the prin- 
cipal keeper. 

‘You have no personal information con- 
cerning the amount of food given to the 
convicts, except that which you derive 
from the reports of your subordinate or- 
ficials, have you?”

“You were a lawyer before you were 
made principal keeeper, were you not?” 

‘Yes, sir. I am still a lawyer.”’ 

Colonel Hammond asked if the com- 
pany of which Mr. Brown was president 
had met its business obligations for some 
time. Mr. Brown promptly rose from his 
seat and stated that the company had 
not even paid the taxes and was behind 
at least 340,000. He would cheerfully make 
this concession. One or two whipping 
bosses had been discharged since the wit- 
ness qualified as priacipal keeper. One 
of these was the whipping boss at Minneola 
camp, who was partially responsible 
for the suicide of Porter Stocks. Colonel 
Hammond asked the witness several ques- 
tions concerning the camps belonging to 
Colonel J. M. Smith. One or two of these 
camps were in a bad condition. The stric- 
tures of the witness in reference to the 
camps belonging to Colonel J. M. Smith, 
brought Judge Hamilton McWhorter to his 
feet, who made a rigid eross-examination 
of the witness. The witness stated that 
the weather was disagreeable and this 
might have something to do with the ap- 
pearance of the camp. Judge McWhorter 
asked the witness if Colonel Smith had 
not, been ill for some length of time. He 
was not able to say. The witness ex- 
plained that the duties of his office were 
of such a character that he was not able 
to give the camps his personal supervision. 
His principal source 6f information con- 
cerning these camps was the report ot 
the assistant keeper, who made the rounds 
once a month. 

Mr. Smith asked the witness how the 
convict camps in Georgia compared with 
those of other states. 

Colonel Hammond objected to this ques- 
tion. Governor Atkinson allowed it to 
come in, however. as he was anxious 
to get all the information‘ possible. As 
a matter of law, however, the question 
wuld not be dmissioable. The principal 
keeper thought the general condition ot 
the convicts in Georgia better than that 
of the convicts in other states. The in- 
formation of the witness was based soiely 
on the reports which he had read. 

‘Isn’t the model prison of the. United 
States the one in eastern Pennsylvania?’ 
asked Colonel Hammond. 

“Tl believe it is,’’ replied the witness. 

“Is that an open air prison?” 

“It is not, sir.” 

Colonel ‘Hammond asked the witness 
about the: prison at Columbus, O., and 
several other prisons. The purpose of 
thi se questions was to show that open air 
was not essential to tne best results in 
taking care of prisoners. 

Dr. Jarnigan on Ducking. 

Dr. Jarnigan was next put on the stand, 
He testiefid that he had practiced medicine 
in Atlanta for thirteen years. On the 
day before ne had seen a negro ducked 
by Captain Cox as a matter of experi- 
ment. The witness did not consider this 
method of punishment a dangerous one. 
There was some pain connected with this 
treatment, but as a medical expert, he 
considered it harmless in the case of a 
strong man. The witness saw no reason 
why a convict should bleed at the nose. 
Mr. Smith asked if the effects of ducking 
were not about the game as that of surf 
bathing. He replied that he considered it 
about the same. 

Jake Moore Examined. 

Jake Moore, the assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary, was next put on the stand. 
The witness testified that he had been 
sheriff of Floyd county for a number of 
years and the duties of that office had 
made him familiar with the treatment of 
criminals. Captain Cox was humane in 
the treatment of the convicts. He was 
somewhat blustery, but never rudely un- 
kind. The language of Captain Cox might 
be offensive to a pious man, but not to 
prisoners. 

“Some gentlemen swear, do they 
Mr. Moore?” asked the attorney. 

“TI believe they do, sir.” 

The witness testified that his observation 
of the camps had satisfied him as to the 
proper care which was taken of the pris- 
oners. The meat was not always cooked 
as well as it might have been, but the 
food was usually well prepared. The con- 
victs fared as well as free taborers. Some- 
times the witness found that a convict 
needed shces and he would cail Captain 
Cox’s attention to the matter. The wit- 
ness found that several of the convicts 
at the Dade coal mines were provided 
with three or more suits of clothes. The 
witness enumerated quite a number of in- 
teresting details growing out of his ob- 
servation of prison life at the camps. Ques- 
tioned in regard to Costello, the Italian 
convict, the witness stated that he was 
a very desperate and irresponsible man. 
Mr. Brown had -always manifested a cheer- 
ful inclination to carry out his recomenda- 
tions and instructions. The witness tes- 
tified that young Captain Cox was mvre 
considerate with the prisoners under him 
than any man in Georgia. He has charge 
of the most desperate camps in the state. 

Judge Hopkins asked the witness several 
questions coneerning the camps in south 
Georg'a. The witness testified that he had 
never known a negro to put up & bathhouse. 
Comparatively few bathhouses were used 


not, 
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The witness was asked specially 
about the sirup. He thought the sirup was 
good. though not the finest. 

I’m as bad as a nigger when it comes to 
sirup,” observed the witness smiling. 

“The character of the climate in south 
Georgia.” inquired Judge Hopkins, “is not 
such as to make it wicked to send convicts 
there to live is it?’ 

“Not at all, sir. The climate of south 
Georgia is good and some of the stoutest 
and most vigorous people in the state live 
in that section.’ 

“Suppose the superintendent of the camp 
should catch wind of your intention to 
visit the camp, could he put a sick convict 
in such a condition as to make him look 
healthy ?’’ 

“I do not think he could.” 


“Better Preached To.” 

“Mindful of your responsibilities’ as one 
of the officers in charge of the convicts of 
the state, what is your candid opinion as 
to the treatment of these convicts?” asked 
Judge Hopkins, putting the question in a 
most solemn form. 

“I believe,’’ replied the witness, ‘“‘that as 
a rule the convicts are better off than free 
laborers, They are better fed, better nursed 
when sick, better clothed and better preach- 
ed to.” (Laughter.”’ 

‘Are there any striking illustrations of 
virtue in the penitentiary?” asked Judge 
Hopr.ns. 

Now and then a good man gets into 
Camps, said the witness, “but I believe 
they are rare.’’ 

Captain English asked the witness a few 
questions about the Chattahoochee camp. 


Crossed by Colonel Hammond. 

The cross-examination of the witness com- 
menced directly after the noon recess. In 
reply to a question from Colonel Hammond 
the witness stated that he considered the 
report of the legislative committee as a re- 
flection upon himself. This was because of 
his official connection with the convict 
System. 

The witness couldn't say what time the 
convicts ate breakfast. He thought it was 
some time between dawn and sunrise. The 
witness was not able to say how many 
guns, like the ones displayed in court Tues- 
day, could be found among the convicts. 
He was not informed as to the number of 
weapons in the possession of prisoners at 
the camps. The witness considered the 
iron collar humiliating to a prisoner. A 
convict was sometimes humiliated by hav- 
ing vells put on his feet. Referring to a 
certain report Colonel Hammand asked ‘if 
the witness had not co-operated with Dr. 
Bush, the principal physician of the peni- 
tentiary. The witness replied that he and 
Dr. Bush had prepared the report. The 
witness had no idea that this report would 
be published. The report shows the sSani- 
tary condition of the several convict camps 
in the state. At the time the Statement was 
tabulated the witness thought the facts 
were merely for the information of the 
principal keeper. 

Colonel Hammond put several questions 
to the witness concerning camps number 
two or three, in Worth county. The wit- 
hess testified that the buildings were some- 
what old and the general appearance of 
the camp was anything but prepossessing. 
The bread given to the convicts was not 
wholesome. 


“Do You See This Strap?” 

Colonel Hammond next displayed a huge 
leather strap. 

“Do you see this instrument of torture?’’ 
asked Colonel Hammond. 

The witness nodded. 

“What is the weigh i é. ’ 
PI ion ght of this strap, do you 

“About three-quarters of a pound,”’ 

The strap measured about three inches 
in width and eighteen in length. It was 
brought up from the office of the principal 
keeper of the penitentiary. 

Judge Hamilton McWhorter cross-exam- 
ined the witness in regard to certain state- 
ments brought out concerning the camps 
of Colonel J. M. Smith. Several amusing 


facts were developed during the examina- | 


tio. It was a difficult matter to bring 
Colonel Smith to terms, but having once 
brought him over no complaint had 
been heard against his camps in some time. 
The witness had never heard of a man 
getting sick enough at camp No. 3 ty 
be confined to the hospital. Questions were 
put to the witness by Judge Hopkins and 
Mr. Smith. 

The witness came down from the stand 
at 10 minutes after 4 o’clock. 


Salaries Not Paid Up. 

Major C. T. Watson, the treasurer of the 
Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and In- 
vestment Company, prior to the receiver- 
ship, was the next witness. He testified 
that the company had been embarrassed 
for some time and that salaries were not 
fully paid up. The company was $3,500 be- 
hind in paying the salary of Mr. Julius I. 
Brown. Mr. Brown’s salary as president 
was $6,000 a year. The company was be- 
hind in paying the salaries of nearly all the 
officers. Every sacrifice was made for the 
purpose of supplying provisions to the con- 
victs. 

“What control did Mr. Brown have of the 
finances ?’’ 

*‘Entire control.’’ 

“Could he have drawn his salary, had he 
so desired?’ 

‘He could.’’ 

“Were the convicts in 1893 and 1894 a 
source of revenue to the company or the 
reverse?’

Something like $8,000 was due the state for 
taxes. .The witness testified that the com-

been selected for the purpose of agreeing 
upon a plan of reorganization. The officers 
of the company considered the care of the 
convicts mere important than the drawing 
of their salaries. 

Colonel Hammond asked the witness 
when the bonded indebtedness was due. He 
replied that the bonds matured several 
years hence. 

“Then, why is it, with assets aggregating 
over $1,000,000, that the company couldn't 
pay its taxes?’’ 

“It took everything to pay operating ex- 
penses.”’ 

After making a formal tender of papers 
Mr. Smith announced 
his branch of the defense. 

Three or four witnesses were introduced 
by Judge Hopkins, after which fhe court 
took a recess until this morning at 9 
o’clock. 
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Judge John §. Candler Heard Motions in 
Chambers Yesterday, 
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JACKSON HOTEL CASE TODAY 


Motions for New Trials Will Be Ar- 
gued Friday in Behalf of Carroll 
and Howlsworth. 


Judge John 8. Candler began his official 
career as judge of the Stone Mountain 
circuit yesterday. For several hours 
yesterday morning he heard chamber busi- 
ness, and some important cases in which 
argument for a riew trial is to be made, 


have been set. 

He presided in chambers with a dignity 
wholly becoming his high office, and he re- 
ceived the congratulations of the bar and 
bailiffs after the work was over. But few, 
however, were present when he assumed 
the legal scepter and asked the 
attorneys the character and status of ‘the 
cases in which they were interested. 

The first work done by Judge Candler 
was to announce that the case of the 
Hotel Jackson would be taken up this 
morning. The case has features and will 
require a lengthy hearing. The attorneys 
were notified to be on hand this morning 
at 9 o’clock as the argument would be 
held. 

The hearing on the argument in the case 
of John Carroll, charged with murder and 
now under a sentence of life, will occur 
Friday morning. The Cord Howlsworth 
case has been set for the samre day. Other 
criminal cases will be disposed of Friday. 
There are now several which have been 
lying over from the last session and these 
will be taken up and.motions for new 
trials will be considered. 

Saturday morning Judge Candler will 
hear motions in Decatur. Many jail cases 
are now awaiting trial and. he will endeay- 
or to rush the work through as fast as pos- 
sible in order to catch up with the calen- 
dar. The court of Clayton will soon be 
in session and the work ahead is hard and 
tedious. 

His First Official Act. 

Judge Candler did his first work as judge 
yesterday morning. He walked into the 
court chambers and was greeted by a 
number of attorneys, who warmly shook 
his hand and wished him a pleasant term 
in office. 

“IT am just beginning a hard task and 
though I have had quite a large experience 
in this work, as I have been. solicitor of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, still the posi- 
tion of a judge is one of responsibility and 
dignity and he should give his whole ener- 
gies and best efforts to the work.” 

Judge Candler then asked about the de- 
tails of several cases which have been 
needing attention, and stated to the at- 
torneys that he would get the old work 
out of the way as rapidly as possible. 

The Hotel Jackson case was taken up 
and by consent was set for a hearing this 
morning. Other cases were then examined 
into and rapid work was made of them. 

Against the Hotel Jackson. 

The case in which the Hotel Jackson 
Cor’pany is the central figure will be heard 
today. 

There are several features to the case 
which will make the hearing tedious and 
lengthy. The eompany which rented the 
hotel was composed of J. S. Holliday, Jr., 
and W. A. Camp. Just before the hotel 
was opened for the exposition period, a 
lot of furniture and bar fixtures were 
bought, with which the building was furn- 
ished. 
fixtures and fy;niture took steps to collect 
the money which was due them on ac- 
count, but thes¢ompany running the hostel- 
ry claimed that.to remove the furniture 
would mean that the company would lose 
many dollars which the exposition travel 
would. bring, and by an injunction, the 
furniture was allowed by the court to re- 
main in the possession of the hotel com- 
pany. 

The bar furniture and fixtures were pur- 
chased fromthe Brunswick-Balke-Collen- 
der Company, of Cincinnati. The fixtures 
were secured by mortgage,which was to se- 
cure the purchase money, and the mortgage 
gave the Cincinnati house the right and 
privilege of sale. When this sale was 
about to be held, it was necessary for the 
owners to take out a bail trover in order 
to obtain possession of the goods. This 
action was denied and an injunction was 
granted by Judge Clark restraining the 
veh pp from taking the goods from the 
otel, 

The Brown, Bradbury & Catlett Company 
also sought to remove the goods sold by 
them, but were blocked in their efforts 
by an order of the court. Mr, Wilbur 
Moore, as administrator of the estate of 
Captain Jackson, claimed that the gentle- 
men composing the hotel company were 
behind in rent, and that the goods which 
were in the building were first subject to 
the rent. This brought on other complica- 
tions and the matter has been lying in 
Statu quo since that time. 


John Carroll for Murder. 


Friday morning the attorneys of John 
| Carroll, charged with the murder of Maggie 
| Donahoo, will ask that a new trial be 
granted the prisoner. Carroll has been 
tried on the charge, but the attorneys are 
not satisfied with the life sentence which 
he received. 

Carroll is said to have shot the Donahoo 
woman five times, from the effects of 
which she died in an hour. Before dying 
she made a statement that she was killed 
by Carroll. There were no witnesses to the 
tragedy, but Carroll has since stated that 
| the shooting was not at her, but that as 

he stood at the head of the steps talking 

with the woman. someone approached from 
' behind and began shooting. He returned 
the fire and the woman was struck by some 
' of the shots which were fired by the two 
| pistols. 
Howlsworth Case Comes Up. 

Cord Howlsworth is charged with killing 
Conductor Johnson last summer and his 
case will be investigated tomorrow by the 
newly elected judge.
